In regard to Madame B.'s connection 
with the girl, she professed ignorance, farther 
than that she hid known her to administer 
medicines. About the man Harper she knew 
little, except that he lived in the house and 


sold liniments and veterinary medications on 


State street. 

The girl Mary Willis, another ef the inmates, 
testified substantially the same as the last 
Witness, with the following additions : Hun- 
toon went for Dr. Dodge at the request of the 
deceased, and that Harper and Madame 
Beaufort occupied the same room. Tilly 
Thompson, the chambermaid, also corrobo- 
rated the above, and intimated that the real 
name of Madame Beanfort was Jane O'Neil, 
and that she came here from Buffalo.
